A joint committee appointed to investigate the State Reform School at 

Miles City reported as follows: 
Helena, Montana, Tomay 17, 1897. 

To the Senate and House of Representatives: 

Your Joint Committee appointed to investigate the State Reform School 
at Miles City, report that we gave this institution a thorough and impartial 

-investigation, that we took the testimony of over one hundred witnesses, and 

after due consideration, we beg leave to submit to this Honorable Body the 
following report: We find that this Home is at all times kept in a state of per- 
fect cleanliness, but that the sanitary conditions connected with this institu. 
tion are such as can only breed disease. We were indeed surprised to find 
such a state of affairs regarding the most important item connected with this 
institution; we would therefore recommend to this Honorable Body that a 
small appropriation be made to complete a sewerage system which in our 
estimation would hinder the spreading of contagious diseases. 
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We believe, after a most thorough and searching investigation as to 
the modes of punishment and the offenses committed, that the superintend- 
ent of this institution is entirely too severe in his punishment of these child- 


ren. The punishment for trifling offenses is entirely too great and has caused ’ 


every inmate of this Home to become discouraged and long for freedom. Out 
of sixty-three children who are inmates of this Home we find only two who 
had not received severe whippings. While we believe in corporal punish- 
ment being administered for just causes, we do not believe that it should 
be administered as it has been done for such small offenses as talking to 
each other in line, talking in the dormitory at night, talking to each other 
at the table, for not being competent in sewing a patch ‘on a garment to spe- 
cially please the seamstress, from accidentally spilling water, breaking dishes 
or making unintentional mistakes, for not getting the stitches close enough 
on clothing and many like petty offenses; except in extreme cases. Corporal 
punishment oftentimes administered for these small offenses is certainly bru 
tal and cruel, and the regularity with which the thick heavy strap is ad- 
ministered to the children, we feel has caused the superintendent to forget 
the power of his right arm. We find that the boys and girls are often times 
beaten upon the cords of the wrists with a ruler or strap hard enough to 
. cause the wrist to swell to twice its natural size. We find that the girls have 
at times been severely punished for having occasion to use the chamber at 
night. ‘One of the rules of this establishment is that they are allowed to ‘go 
in « body at different hours of the day to the outside closet, but after six 
o`clock at night, under no consideration except when ‘sick, are they allowed 
to obey the calls of nature until seven o’clock A. M. Any violation of this 
rule causes a severe punishment with a strap to the girl who violates it, and 
when the physician of the institution was made aware of this inhumane rule, 
- he at once pronounced it cruel and a crime against nature, —The childfen 
are often times whipped black and blue for these petty offenses. We find 
that the male superintendent at different times punished the girls himself 
by raising their dresses and administering strokes with a leather strap. 

We recommend to you that in the future the matron or female employes 
alone be allowed to administer punishment to the female inm&tes of this 
Home. 

We find after careful investigation that one of the girl inmates, by the name 
of Bell, was sick and for complaining of such sickness she was severely 
punished. The next day she was removed to the hospital and treated for 
diphtheria, and in a few days she died. The physician of the institution in- 
formed us that*her death was caused by heart failure. In this connection 
we find that many of the inmates, who have at different times complained of 
illness and who we are satisfied were justified in their complaint, have been 
sériously whipped. ‘While there aré cases of feigned illness, in which the 
offender should receive punishment, we believe that the cases of complaint 
have not been thoroughly investigated and they have been too readily punished 
for such complaints. At two different times have children been accidentatly 
been struck over the eye and forced to carry a black mark for several days. 


` 
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At different times when the boys have complained to the trustees, who 
we hold had a perfect right to receive their complaints, they have been severe- 
ly punished for so doing—one instance being when they asked for better food. 

The whip is not the only instrument used for punishment, but often times 
the superintendent had used a wooden lath, and at one time with his baie 
hand heavily slapped for a slight disobedience which caused marks to remain 
upon the boy’s face for several days. 

We believe that the superintendent allows too much power to a certain 
teacher named Estep. We have investigated the actions of this teacher and 
most warmly recommend that he at once be discharged. One favorite mode 
of punishment administered by this teacher is to throw a silver dollar-at the 
boys and in one instance the missile struck the boy and caused a cut on his 
head from which the blood flowed freely. This same teacher in open school 
humiliated and made fun of a boy blaming him for an unnatural crime. 

For boys who attempt to escape, the mode of punishment is in placing 
shackles upon their feet—in several cases keeping them on from two to six 
months, at all times, not even removing them at night. In the penitentiary 
this might be necessary, but your committee believe that in a reform school 
it is inhuman and unjust. The favorite position in which boys are placed 
when whipped is to force them flat upon a barrel, his coat having been re- 
moved, when he is at the mercy of the chastiser. The most unjust punish- 
ment that has been administered is, in our opinion, in the cases of ignorant 
boys who cannot read, being whipped for not being able to commit a verse 
of the Bible to memory, or in failing to learn their Golden Text. It has 
seemed, to us impossible for them in their ignorance to learn such verses as 
required and we believe that this rule should be eliminated. In this institu- 
tion there are many simple minded boys, who in their ignorance, make mis- 
takes. Some allowance should be made for them, yet they are looked upon ' 
the same as are those of a more intelligent mind, and if anything, because 
of their iguorance they are punished more severely. 

In conclusion we recommend that the superintendent’s salary be reduced 
from $125.00 per month to $100.00 per month; that a record be kept of each 
violation of the rules and the punishment administered punishment. 
of same and the name of the employee who administered punishment. 

We also recommend the abolition of the above unjust and inhuman rules. 
We are perfectly satisfied that the uspicions and rumors of criminal intl- 
macy-in the school are unjust to the trustees, manager and employees. 

We recommend that the mouth pads that are placed upon the girls’ mouths 
to restrain them from talking be dispensed with, as we beliéve it is barbar- 
ous and should not be permitted in an institution in the great commonwealth 
of Montana. 

We find that the best of treatment is given to the inmates during sick- 
ness, and firmly believe that no improvement could be made in this particu- 
lar point. N 

We recommend for the giris department a number of bath tubs, abolish- 
ing the system of causing the girls to bathe in common wash bowls.

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We believe that the trustees and the people of Miles City are not con- 
versant with the true facts regarding the punishment at the reform school, 
and we most heartily recommend that the Board of Trustees be more rigid 
that they administer more authority, and as much as possible specify all ot 
the workings of the institution. We recommend that the rules be printed 
as near as possible for the information of the new inmates, as under the old 
system the children have to learn the rules by experience, and the experience 
means the strap. 7 

At one time an investigation of the Reform’ School was demanded by a 
number of the citizens of Miles City, and the Board of Trustees at once 
investigated the condition of affairs and reporten that vee was satis- 
factory. < : 

' While we do not hold that the present superintendent is incompetent, we 
most firmly believe that he is too severe, and that under the present rule the 
Home might be better named a house of correction than a reform school. . 


We find that as a class the boys are not overly disobedient, and we be- 
lieve with kind treatment that a vast number of them will leave the insti- 
tution with the desire to become good and honest citizens. 


In the matters of finance, which was our main object for investigating 
thi« institution, we find that the appropriation asked for to maintain this in- 
stitution is exceedingly and excessively high. We heartily recommend that 
the inmates of this school be given better food, but we believe that better food 
can be given them for much less than is asked. The amounts asked for food 
exceed by far per capita the expenses of the majority of the people of this | 
state. We do not report that there has been juggling with the State’s money 
but if it requires the amount asked for to run this institution, we believe there 
must be gross mismanagement of this institution in finances. The children 
even at the exorbitant prices asked for receive butter but twice a week, meat 
once a week, one dry piece of bread at each meal and coffee but once a day. 
In our opinion this institution raises enough vegetables to run the entire 
institution and have them to market; we therefore, Mr. President and Gen- 
tlement, ask that you request your Appropriation Committee to make the 
following appropriation for the maintenance of the institution during this 
year allowing for fifteen more inmates and for a like number for the follow- 
ing year. We believe that the following appropriations with good manage. 
ment will thoroughly cover the expenses that will be required to maintain: this

Under no consideration do we desire to cripple this insti- 
tution and we consequently have been very careful and very particular in 
our examinations and at all time refused to take the testimony of discharged 
employees.

The report of the joint investigating committee was received, read, and 
ordered filed. .

To the Members of the Senate and House of Representatives of the Fifth 
Legislative Assembly of the State of Montana: 
Gentlemen :— ° 
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We, your Joint Committee, appointed to investigate certain charges of 
bribery in connection with legislation in the Fifth Legislative Assembly, beg 
leave to submit the following as our report: 


Your Committee met and organized Monday evening, March Ist, 1897, and 
proceeded to subpoena witnesses and examine them in reference to matters 
under consideration, and by reason of the short time given us in which to con- 
duct this investigation, and the difficulty of procuring witnesses and prosecut- 
ing our work in the closing hours of the session, and the further fact that im- 
portant witnesses in our judgment, are absent and would not be secured in 
-time to appear before us before making this report, we beg leave to say that 
this investigation is incomplete. Within the limited time at our disposal this 
investigation has been as thorough and searchng as we could make it. From 
the evidence received by us it is evident that in our judgment that the fol- 
lowing state of facts exists: l 


First, There has been a fund raised to defeat the Chandler aean 
bill, and efforts have been made by parties interested in its defeat, to reach 
members of both the senate and house for the purpose of unlawfully infiuenc- 
ing votes. No evidence was presented to the committee tending to show that 
any member of either house received any of this money, or consented to re- 
ceive any of it, with the possible exception of Representative Martin Buck- 
ley, whose testimony in full is presented with this report. 


‘ Second, The committee has further endeavored within the limited time 
at its disposal, to investigate all other rumors of bribery that it was cognizant 
of and has been unable to fasten any charges upon any member of either 
House with the exception as above noted, to-wit, the case of Mr. Buckley. 

In conclusion, not being able through lack of time and the absence of ma- 
terial witnesses to pursue this investigation further, the Committee respect- 
fully recommends that the House and Senate call the attention. of the proper 
authorities to the written evidence taken by this committee for them to take 
such action thereon as they may deem best.

House Bill No. 86 was presented for signature and signed after the follow- 
ing protest by Watt. 

Mr. President: 

My protest against you signing House Bill No. 86 is based upon the fol- 
lowing facts, to-wit: House Bill No. 86 as passed by the House, engrossed, 
and passed by the Senate was entitled “A Bill for an Act to extend the bound- 
aries of Lewis and Clarke County and Cascade County to conform thereto.” 
The enrolled bill is entitled “An Act to extend the boundaries of Lewis and 
Clarke County and to alter the boundaries of Meagher County, Broadwater 
County and Cascade County to conform thereto. 

The title to said House Bill No. 86 was changed during the time interven- 
ing between the time the said bill passed the Senate and was returned to 
said body for your signature. On my first objection to your signing said bill 
it was referred to a conference committee of the House and Senate to report 
on the title. The suid committee reported the title of the bill as it passed 
the Senate not the same as the enrolled bill. The conference report was adopt- 
ed by the House and the title was changed by resolution, and not by being 
regularly re-committed. The second report of the Enrolling Committee on 
House Bill No. 86 was made to the Senate. Objection was again raised to 
your signing said bill, on the grounds that the title had not. been changed 
regularly and legally and this was a new bill. On motion House No. 86 was 
then read a first and second time and referred to its appropriate sianauge 
committee. The committee on Towns and Counties after considering the bill 
reported it back without recommendation. Said bill was then ordered re- 
turned to the House with the request that the history be indicted thereon. 
Bill returned from the House and signed by the President under my protest.
